NEW PUBLIC LOANS. 

Ir the reaction which took place in the trade of the world 
a year ago has had the effect of disengaging a large amount 
of capital, and has created a plethora and a very low rate 
of interest in all the chief money markets, and if the cau- 
tion of merchants and traders in entering into new enter- 
prises, even under the temptation of unusual facilities, has 
tnexpectedly prolonged that condition of things, it would 
now seem not unlikely that exhausted national Exchequers 
aid expanding national expenditures are about to step in 
and accomplish what a moderately flourishing trade has 
proved unequal to. How many Governments are there that 
are how suing or about to sue for loans? The last Turkish 
loan is barely completed. Austria is in the market for six 
millions. Sardinia is coming for a sum not yet named, The 
United States Exchequer is not only at the moment ex- 
hausted, but is in considerable deficiency for the current 
Year in expected income as compared with expenditure. 
Already notice has been given in Parliament that on an 
tatly day its attention will be called to Indian finance, when 
itis quite understood that authority will be asked to raise 
siother loan ; and it is pretty broadly hinted that it will not 
bethe last, even within the year. And, lastly, it is rumoured, 

we own we are slow to believe it, that in one shape 
@ another, our own Government are to become borrowers 
before long. 

So far as Austria and Sardinia are concerned, the necessity 
for their loans must now be considered as independent of 
the question whether we shall have peace or war. It has 
been notorious to all Europe that expensive preparations 
Were in progress in both countries which their ordinary 
financial resources could not provide for. It may, therefore, 
beconsidered that these loans have already been anticipated by 

expenditure of the last few months. And if, un- 
ately, warlike preparations are to go on, and still 
More if war is actually to be undertaken, we must be pre- 
pated for a seriés of similar demands. To say that they will 
meet with no encouragement in this country is very little to 
the purpose, either as regards the effect which they will have 
upon British capital, or as to the ultimate chance of their 
procured. Such are now the facilities of intercourse 
} “ween one market and another, that water itself does not 
more rapidly find its common level than capital. Not long 
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‘rose to 82,356,000 dollars. In 1857 the two were upon an 





ago an Austrian loan of two millions was brought out, and 
all taken in London. Already the whole of it, except a most 
trifling sum, has found its way to continental holders. No 
matter then where they contract their loans, we may be 
certain that directly or indirectly their influence will be 
as much felt in London as if they were effected in this 
country. 

In the United States the condition of the Treasury seems 
to have become one of normal deficiency. Especially during 
the last year the revenue, being mainly dependent on Cus- 
toms duties, and importations having been greatly reduced, 
has enormously declined ; while at the same time the expen- 
diture has enormously increased. In the financial year of 
1857 the Customs duties amounted tv 64,171,000 dollars, 
and the whole expenditure to 64,778,000 dollars ; but 
in 1858 the former fell to 41,789,000 dollars, and the latter 


equality. In 1858 the expenditure was double the amount of 
the Customs duties. Fof 1859 the Customs duties are com- 
puted at 50,000,000 dols; and the expenditure of the year 
at 103,856,000 dollars. In little more than eighteen months 
debt to the amount of 43,716,300 dollars has already been 
contracted : and besides this a balance of 17,710,000 dollars, 
which was left in the Treasury at the commencement of the 
fiscal year 1857-58, has been exhausted. Owing to an ob- 
vious combination of circumstances, chiefly connected with 
their foreign relations, it is certain that the expenditure of 
the United States must rather increase than decrease. Up 
to the present time no effort has been made by the Govern- 
ment to increase the income by new taxes, or a revision of 
the existing system. They appear to be relying only, at 
least for the time, upon continued borrowing. 

With regard to Indian finance, we do not sympathise with 
the somewhat gloomy view which is generally taken with 
regard to it. No doubt the debt of India has increased 
somewhat rapidly of late. But, singular as it may seem, 
there has been no cessation, even during the recent disturb- 
ances, of that remarkable career of prosperity which has 
marked the trade of India for the last ten years;—and now, 
when the country is once more beginning to enjoy the secu- 
rity of settled government, the development which is already 
apparent exceeds all calculation. In ten years our ex 
to India have increased from 5,000,000/ to nearly 15,000,000/, 
and there never was a moment when the trade was 
more prosperous than at present. Still, notwithstand« 
ing all this, if the present system of finance be adhered 
to, it is difficult to see how both ends can be made 
to meet, and the present annual deficiency avoided. 
The wealth of the country is rapidly increasing, and it is in- 
creasing mainly through the commerce that British rule has 
secured for it. The demand for the produce of India is every 
day becoming greater in this country, and the wealth which 
is derived by India from that source is incalculable. Now, 
no doubt, this must tend in the course of time to increase the 
value and the rent of land, and the revenue from that source 
must in time improve. But that is necessarily a slow 
process. In the meantime, some means must be adopted of 
making those who are enjoying the rich fruits of this rapidly 
extending trade pay for the security, which alone renders it 
profitable. But, however this may ultimately be, in the 
meantime the present effect upon the English money market 
must be the same. However good the ultimate security may 








be, the present demand for seven millions or more, with the 
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prospect of further demands hereafter, must exercise some 
influence upon the value of Indian securities. P 

Lastly, there isa rumour, but which we sincerely trust is 
not correct, that ere long the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
will himself be a borrower. We are told in the Queen’s 
speech that “a temporary increase of expenditure will be 
“ necessary for a re-construction of the navy.” We would 
fain hope that it is only the apparent difficulty of providing 
for any material increase of expenditure from ordinary 
sources, in a year when the full effect of the recent reduc- 
tion in the income tax will be felt, that has given 
rise to the rumour that this additional cost is intended 
to be defrayed by a public loan, in all probability 
in the form of an increased issue of Exchequer bills. But 
no matter in what form the funds may be raised, it would 
equally be a demand to that extent upon the money market, 
and it would equally be an addition to the national debt. 
We can only however repeat, that we trust this rumour 
may prove to be unfounded, and that we shall not present 
the absurd and humiliating spectacle of creating new debts 
while we are relinquishing existing taxes. 








RE-CONSTRUCTION, OR GROUPING. 
Noruine is easier than to destroy—nothing more difficult 
than to re-construct. We do not wish to undervalue the 
importance of that necessary portion of any Reform Bill, the 
purpose of which will be to include in the Parliamentary 
franchise a representation of the working-classes ; nor do we 
underrate the difficulty of accomplishing that object in a 
manner which, while it will secure to that class a share, will 
not practically deprive the existing electors of a real voice in 
the choice of their members. There are, however, middle 
courses, by which, in this respect, substantial justice may be 
done to all classes. But the real difficulty of a Reform Bill, 
and which is acknowledged more and more as the details of 
various propositions come to be considered, is the re-con- 
struction of the various elements of representation in the 
House of Commons, when the present one is destroyed. To 
disfranchise forty or fifty small boroughs, however difficult 
it may become in practice, when the success of the Bill must 
depend upon the votes of members to be unseated, is ueverthe- 
less in theory a simple operation ;—but the real embarrass- 
ment arises when you come to determine upon the re-distri- 
bution of the seats. If disfranchisement is to proceed upon 
the theory of small populations, it seems to be taken for 
granted that enfranchisement must follow the rule of large 
populations. No rule could be simpler, or more easily worked 
out in practice, if once the theory of population alone is to 
be accepted as the rule for representation. But that would 
lead us directly to equal electoral districts, a plan which, 
however much it found favour at one time, is repudiated by 
every one now. But if, instead of the theory of population, 
we adopt the more constitutional and practical theory of the 
representation of classes, then the rule of population alone, 
whether for disfranchisement or eufranchisement, falls to the 
ground, No doubt, at the present time, there-is ar obvious 
defect in our small borough system, a defect quite as strik- 
ing, as far as it goes, as existed with regard to the pocket 
boroughs prior to 1832. They represent neither classes nor 
populations ; they represent, as at present constituted, only 
single families; their members are returned upon private, 
not upon public grounds. There is, therefore, little or no 
difference of opinion that no Reform Bill can leave them as 
they are. But what is to be done with the seats? On one 
side it is contended that they should chiefly be given to the 
counties ; on another side, that they should be given to the 
large towns ;—and both propositions are equally based upon 
the simple rule of population. On that ground, Mr Bright 
demands them for the large towns; on the same ground, Mr 
Newdegate demands them for the counties. We equally 
object to both, or to any compromise between the two, on the 
mere principle upon which the demands are made. We be- 
lieve that either would materially injure the composition of 
the House of Commons. What is required to make that 
assembly really practically useful, is that its members shall 
represent as great a variety of interests as possible, and shall 
be .composed of as great a diversity of eminent and able 
men as can be collected. But can any one for a moment 
doubt, that materially to increase the numbers of members 











for counties, or for large towns, would be t> denna 
variety, and to bring the assembly to a dead Uniformity 
Would such a change be an improvement on the Present 
composition of the House of Commons? 


We have, in former numbers, stated the obvious objections 
which exist to any material increase of county m 
In some respects, we believe that a great increase jp 
number of members for large towns would be eVen more 
injurious to the composition of the House of Commons, aaj 
to the represented towns themselves. It is impossible tp 
deny that the tendency of the Reform Act of 1832 has heen 
to induce to the selection of local candidates for large towns, 
Before the Reform Act, Liverpool returned Canning 
Huskisson, and Brougham: even after the Reform Act, fy 
some time, Manchester was represented by Mr Poulep 
Thomson, and was contested by Sir George Murray ;— 
and at even a later period, Edinburgh returned Sir Ton 
Campbell, and Mr Macaulay. Now, all these places ap 
represented by resident persons connected with their Joc] 
trade. We do not name this fact to suggest a defect in the 
Reform Act. On the contrary, we believe the result both 
natural and desirable. Looking to Liverpool, Manchester 
and Glasgow, as constituting special and distinct classes jn| 
the community, we doubt if, as such, they could be better or | 
more usefully represented than they are. In their actusl | 
numbers their members form a most useful and respectable | 
element in the composition of the House, and excellent Tepre- | 
sentatives of the interests of most important and influential 
classes. But if to each of these places it is proposed to) 
give four or six members, the result may be very different; 
whether we consider the effect such a change would produce | 
on the composition of Parliament, or upon the special interests | 
of the constituencies themselves. You never can increase || 
numbers without diminishing not only the sense of indivi- | 
dual responsibility, but also the honour of the seleetion. It)| 
is already difficult enough for large constituencies to procure | 
the services of their best men as representatives ; but itis | 
obvious that this weuld become much more so, if the num-|, 
bers were increased in the manner proposed. Wecan hardly | 
believe that either Liverpool, or Manchester, or Glasgow, | 
would feel it a boon to have to select each six members in |) 
place of two, and to have the responsibility of attending | 
to their local and public interests, diluted by being divided | 
among that number, in place of being centred, as at present, | 
in two. | 

The more the subject of re-distribution of seats comes to 
be practically considered, the greater will the difficulties 
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appear. And if to this consideration we add another, which 
is equally important, viz., the almost insuperable difficulty of 
passing any measure under the present state of public 
opinion, which contains an extensive disfranchisement, we 
are again led to ask, whether the real evils involved in the | 
small boroughs cannot be remedied by any other means?)

counties. We would give to each group a number of) 
members fewer by one than the number of the group ; to two | 
boroughs we would give one member; to three boroughs /0 | 
members; which, as a rule, should be a maximum.

For example, there is as much distinction in both these re- 
spects between the West Riding of Yorkshire, or South 
Lancashire, or parts of Staffordshire, and the majority of 
counties, as there is between Manchester and Buckingham, 
or between Leeds and Bury St Edmunds. On the principle 
therefore, which we have adopted, it would be perfectly con- 
sistent to give more members to those counties, either by a 
direct addition of a third member to each division, or by a 
“farther division of the districts. Such a re-distribution of 
the comparatively small number of seats which a plan of 
grouping would give, would be in perfect accord with that 

inciple which seeks to secure the most perfect and in- 
Rieodent representation of the greatest variety of interests 
and classes. 











THE PORTUGUESE DOCUMENTS. 


Tue principal members of the Government were strong in 
their assurances on Thursday night that the production of 
the official correspondence with France and Portugal on the 
subject of the Charles et Georges would lay to rest all doubts 
as to the satisfactory and honourable conduct of England. 
Any of our readers who have read the admirable selection 
and translation from the Portuguese Blue-Book on the sub- 
ject which has this week issued from the office of our con- 
temporary, the Continental Review, will be able to judge at 
once how much room is left for satisfactory explanation. 
The Chancellor of the Exchequer especially goes very far. 
* When the papers are placed on the table,” he says, “ it 
“ will be seen, and, I believe, accepted by the House, that 
“the proper advice was given by the Government to our 
“ ancient ally ; that all the good uffices which, considering the 
“ relations which subsist between Portugal and this country, 
“might have been expected of us, were exercised in the 
“right quarter in her behalf ; andthat terms were obtained 
“which might have been accepted by Portugal with honowr to 
“ herself and with satisfaction to Europe. The reasons why, 
“ unfortunately, these terms were not accepted will appear 
“in these papers, but I believe it will be the opinion of the 
“ House, and also of the country, when the subject is calmly 
“and completely investigated, that the conduct of Her 
“ Majesty’s Government in that respect was such as became 
“a British Ministry towards an ancient ally.” 

Those of our readers who may have access to the 
pamphlet we have referred to, containing a summary 
of the Portuguese Blue-Book, will be enabled to 


where there is none. That there was ever a time when 
terms could have been obtained by Portugal “ which she 
“could have accepfed with honour to herself and satisfac- 
“tion to Europe” is utterly impossible. We have in the 
Portuguese Blue-Book a connected series of demands on the 
part of France,—in which there is never the smallest sign 
of wavering,—for the immediate liberation of the vessel 
by the Portuguese Government,—a series of demands which 
begins with the first news of the capture, and ends with the 
actual delivery of the Charles et Georges, under protest, and 
on compulsion. Thus, on the 6th May, 1858, on the first 
receipt of the intelligence of the capture, the first demand was 
made by France for the vessels, immediate release. On May 
lth that demand is peremptorily repeated. On the 15th 
August, on the arrival of the Charles et Georges at Lisbon 
for the adjudication of the Superior Court, the French 
Minister reminds the Portuguese Government of his previous 
demards for the liberation of the ship, and insists on theimme- 
diate liberation of the captain. On the 14th September, the 
demand for the immediate liberation of both ship and captain

despatch to the Minister of Foreign Affairs, gives 
an account of Count Walewski’s views on the matter 
in the following terms :—‘‘ That France, on principle, would 
“not grant, even to England, the right to visit a French 
‘¢ ship which carried a delegate of the Imperial Government, 
“ empowered to watch over and assist the captain in con- 
*“ tracting with free labourers. That the presence of such 
“a delegate was a sufficient guarantee against the suspi- 
“ cion of slave-dealing, and this ought to have sufficed to 
“ prevent the visit of the Portuguese cruiser. That all other 
** incidents in connection with this deplorable question were 
“ entirely subsidiary......... And, finally, Count Walewski de- 
“ clared in the most categorical terms, that it [the French 
‘“* Government] must persist in its reclamation, and that the 
*“* Portuguese Government had much better restore the ship, 
** than compel the Emperor’s Governmentto have recourse to 
‘“* violent measures.” On the 10th of October, all mediation as 
to the question of right is peremptorily declined by the French 
Government. On the 21st October, Mr Howard writes his 
letter, advising the Portuguese Government to give up the 
ship, to waive the question of right, and to accept mediation 
as to the question of indemnity, his principal reason for 
urging this being, that “if His Most Faithful Maiesty’s 
“ Government reject the present proposals of the French 
“Minister, more serious demands: may be put forward to 
“ which His Most Faithful Majesty’s Government will, no 
* doubt, eventually be obliged to yield.” “I beg to add,” 
he goes on, “that I consider an essential point would be 
“* gained by the acceptation of the present proposal, inasmuch 
‘as the French Government thereby consent so far to accede 
“ to the wishes of His Most Faithful Majesty’s Government 
‘as to agree to submit the question of indemnity to the 
“ mediation of a friendly power. J will further remark that I 
“ feel convinced that no better terms could have been obtained, 
“ because it is within my knowledge that Her Majesty’s 
‘¢ Ambassador at Paris has exerted his influence, as much 
“as was in his power, to moderate the decision of the 
“ French Government.” Within a day or two after this 
despatch the" vessel was given up under protest. 

It is, therefore, absolutely clear that it was never possible 
at any time for Portugal to have obtained any terms at the 
hands of France, which would not have involved her im- 
mediate surrender of the ship, and her admission that it had 
never been within the jurisdiction of the Portuguese Courts 
to try and sentence the offending vessel. This is a point on 
which France always insisted with vehemence. ‘ Give up 
‘ your ship, and admit you had no right to interfere in the 
‘matter except by demands and representations to the 
‘ French Government, if anything was really wrong,’ is the 
uniform language which France uses from beginning to end. 
Lerd Cowley, the English Ambassador at Paris, testifies to 
this as strongly as any one else. ‘ Lord Cowley fears,” 
says the Portuguese Ambassador at Paris, writing to his own 
Government, “ that France will not accede to the proposed 
“ mediation, because she has to defend the principle of not 
“being suspected of the trade in slaves. To commit the 
“ Charles et Georges for trial when she had a French delegate 
“ on board, was implicating the Emperor of the French in 
“ an accusation of slave-trading, and it is this he will not and 
“ cannot submit to. It would have been wiser, added Lord 
“ Cowley, had the Governor-General of Mozambique, while 
“ he kept an embargo on the vessel, referred to the Govern- 
“ ment of His Majesty the King, and thus established the 
‘* question on the diplomatic and international basis.’ 

We may assume, then, on Mr Howard’s and Lord Cowley’s 
own evidence, that the best terms which England could 
ever have gained for Portugal would have involved an im- 
mediate surrender of the ship, and retractation of the asser- 
tion that her own Courts had any jurisdiction in the case. 
On these terms, and on these only, it is perhaps just pos- 
sible that England might have gained from France some 
official expression of regret for the scandalous conduct of 
the slave-trading captain of the Charles et Georges,—though 
of any disposition to apologise there is not the faintest trace 
in any papers as yet before the public. But, then, how could 
Portugal justly or wisely admit that acts done by these cap- 
tains of French immigration ships, in defiance of the known 
laws and instructions of their own Government, were mm any 
sense international acts which should have been treated on 
an intefnational basis? The Portuguese cruiser finds a 
foreign ship in the act of buying 50 slaves for 3200; the 
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Mozambique Government is well aware that France does 
not authorise this in any form; even the enlisting of free 
labourers in the Portuguese settlements is interdicted by 
France and the French colonial authorities, as the Govern- 
ment of Réupion expressly attests in its instructions to 
its immigration agents. Is the illegal act, then, to 
be regarded as the formal act of the French Government, 
when the delegate himself disclaims it,—and when the captain 
of the ship who commits it is no agent or employé of the 
French Government, but a mere sailor whose services are 
engaged by a French firm? What would have been the 
consequences of so absurd an admission? These French 
ships were constantly visiting Mozambique and the Portu- 
guese settlements in their way to or from places where they 
could legally engage labourers. Two other such ships had 
only recently been laid under an embargo for the same sus- 
pected intention, and then dismissed. Well, then, whenever 
such a French ship was discovered in the act of violating the 
admitted intentions of its own Government, and violating them 
probably, as in the case of the Charles et Georges, without the 
sanction of the only official person on board,—it would have 
become necessary, on the international hypothesis, to treat 
the ship as if it had been a French ship of war,—to enter 
into formal negotiations concerning her directly with 
France, and in the meantime leave entirely without any local 
| check or punishment the particular acts of slave-trading by which 
such a ship had violated the laws of Portugal. Nothing can 
be clearer than that such a principle—absurd in itself, be- 
cause the presence of a single official can never give an offi- 
cial character to acts which he does not authorise—would be 
utterly fatal to that spirit of prompt repression on which 
Portugal was bent. The slave-trading ship-captains would 
trust to milder treatment by their own Government than 
they would be likely to receive in the Portuguese Courts, and 
perhaps continue their practices, in spite of formal protests 
from the delegates,—and Portugal would have no remedy 
unless she were strong enough to go to war. <A large num- 
ber of private ships, containing each a single efficial person 
| whose authority may be easily disregarded, or who, with their 
| small knowledge of the sea, may be easily deceived, are en- 
| gaged in a traffic which furnishes the strongest temptation to 
| their ship-masters to break the laws both of Portugal and 
| France,—and yet all their acts, however entirely they are 

in defiance of the instructions of their own Governments, 
and however unsanctioned they may be by the single French 
official on board, must be treated as the acts of that Govern- 
| ment, and referred to it for sentence of acquittal or punish- 
| ment! A more monstrous proposition was never enunciated. 
And yet England not only remained silent,—a course for 
| which she cou! not perhaps have been so much blamed,— 
| but tendered ier advice that Portugal ought to repudiate 
| willingly the jurisdiction of her own Courts in the case, and 
ought even to grasp at the offer of terms so easy, while they 
were yet in her power. “ Better terms,” she told Portugal, 
were not to be hoped for: worse terms were very likely : 
the right thing was to yield at once,—not under protest,— 
but with thankfulness that even the money question should 
be referred to arbitration. We think the English Govern- 
ment having given this advice, will have no little difficulty 
in clearing themselves, as they assure us they can do, from 
all guilt. 

















THE DEBTS OF ENGLAND AND FRANCE, AND 

THEIR DISTRIBUTION. 
In a recent number we showed from reliable returns, that 
while at the close of the long European war in 1815 the 
public debt of France amounted only to 50,646,000/, it had 
risen at the commencement of the reign of Louis Philippe in 
1830 to 177,068,0002, and to 213,825,000/ under the Re- 
public in 1851. During the subsequent seven years, that is 
on the Ist of January, 1858, it had further increased to 
336,883,8687. Tbe amount. of interest which in 1815 stood 
at 2,532,304/, had increased to 12,435,200/ at the com- 
mencement of 1858, 

At the close of the war in 1815, the funded debt of Eng- 
land stood (on the 5th of January, 1816) at $16,311,941 :— 
in 1830 it was reduced to 771,251,932/; andin 1851 it was 
769,272,5627. Including the Russian war loans, it had in- 
ereased on the 31st of March, 1858, to 779,225,495/. On 
the Sth of January, 1816, the annual charge on the funded 
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debt of England was 30,462,023/; and on the 3lstof Mana 
1858, it was 27,495,5537. While, therefore, the debt. of 
France had increased during the forty-three years from 181g 
to 1858 by the sum of 286,237,760/, and the annual charge 
by the sum of 9,902,896/,—the public debt of England had 
diminished by the sum of 37,086,446/, and the annual charge 
by the sum of 2,966,1707. 

Before referring to the conclusions to which these remark. 
able facts point, it will be interesting and instruetiye jp 
many respects if we inquire in what way these large nationg) 
obligations are distributed among the populations of the 
two countries. There is a general impression that. th 
funded debt of Europe, but especially that of England, jy 
held chiefly by large capitalists. This, however, is far from 
being the case, even in England, and much less is it go jp 
France. It appears from a return before us, that in 1957 
the funded debt of England was held by no fewer tha 
268,995 persons, and as the amount was then 780,119,729) 
it follows that the average capital sum possessed by each was 
only 2,900/; and as the annual interest was 27,411,995) 
that the average dividend each person received way 
only 102/. But even these sums, small as they are, give 
but an inadequate idea of the extent to which the public 
funds are divided in small sums, According to the same 
return, the annual dividends receivable by the 268,995

It thus appears that no less than 92,205 persons, or 34 
per cent. of the whole number, were entitled to dividends not 
exceeding 10/ a year as a maximum, while 135,492, or 50 
per cent. of the whole, were entitled to dividends varying 
from the smallest sum up to 20/7. Nor is the result less 
remarkable if we look to the small number who receive 


| dividends of a large amount ;—for we find that only 1,719 


persons were entitled each to sums exceeding 1,000/ per 
annum, and this number included accounts in the names of 
trustees, which are numerous, and held by them on behalf of 
many individuals. 

But if these facts in respect to the English funds are 
startling, those which we have elicited from a trustworthy 
source with regard to France are still more so, bk 
1853, before the Russian war, the number of persons 
who owned the French Rentes was 725,190, or very 
little short of three times the number entitled to dividends in 
the English funds. It was remarked upon every occasion 
when public loans were contracted since that period, that a 
large portion of the subscriptions came from very small 
capitalists. The facts before us show that this was so in a 
very striking manner ; for we find that the number entitled 
to dividends in France had increased from 725,190 persons 
in 1853, to 1,008,682 persons in 1858,—the mere increase 
numbers in that time being more than the entire number 
fundholders in England. We have no account showing how 
many of this large number were entitled to dividends of 
given sums such as we have quoted as applicable to the 
English dividends ; but as the whole amount of the interest 
payable on the French debt on the Ist of January, 1858, was 
12,435,236/, it follows that the average dividend payable, 
te each person was only 12/ annually ; and as the capital 
sum of the debt was 336,883,868/, it follows that the average 
amount of stock held by each person was but 334J. 

The comparison, therefore, between England and France 
at the latest date, with regard to their national debts, may 
thus be shortly stated:—The amount of the English funded 
debt is 780,119,722/, held by 268,995 persons, being al. 
average of 2,900/ each ;—the amount of the French debt is 
336,883,868/, held by 1,008,682 persons, being an average 
of 334¢ each. The amount of the interest payable on the 
English debt is 27,411,995, giving an average dividend of 
1027 to each holder;—the amount of the interest of the 
French debt is 12,435,236/, giving an average dividend of 
122 each holder.

| that it is a great advantage to a nation that its 
se debt should be as much divided among the population 
as possible. The greater the number of State creditors, the 
greater the number of those who have a direct interest in 
, the Government. No doubt that is so; and 
from this point of view small holdings are an advantage ; 
jot from another point of view they are a disadvantage. 
There can be no doubt that 1,008,682 persons of a class which 
polds only 334d of stock each, are much more likely tobe affected 
by rumours injurious to public credit, than a number of 
121,914 who should hold stock to the amount of 2,900/, 
which would be the number if the French funds were held in 
the same way as the English. When a run takes place upon 
a bank, it is always most severe among the holders of small 
notes and the owners of small deposits. While, therefore, 
‘there may be an advantage to a country in the way pointed 
‘out by having its debt held by a large number of persons, 
‘there is also a disadvantage, inasmuch as its credit is more 
easily injured, and that perhaps at the very time when it is 
| of importance that it should stand well. Again, we think it 
very doubtful whether, all other things being equal, a public 
debt held in very small sums would command so high a price 
as if it were held in larger sums. The very fact of its being 
exposed to greater fluctuations in the one case than in the 
other, would imperceptibly keep it at a lower average price. 
One of the great recommendations of a security is its steadi- 
ness of value, and there is no doubt that the high relative 
| price of the English funds is in part attributable to their. 
possessing in an eminent degree that quality. No doubt 
there are other and, perhaps, even more important causes 
which produce that steadiness of price than the one we have 
referred to. In the first place, there is the high credit of the 
country; and, in the next place, there is the fact that the 
great bulk of the national debt consists of trust and other 
moneys, which by law can be invested in no other security. 
There are other important considerations peculiarly appli- 
cable at this moment in connection with the facts to which 
we have now referred, and which we will make the subject 
of another article ;—but we cannot close these observations 
without remarking that, notwithstanding the great increase of 
late years in the amount of the French debt and the slight 
decrease. in the English debt, the latter is still consider- 
ably more than double the amount of the former.

SIR JAMES STEPHEN ON THE SENSE OF THE 
NATION. 

Tuer is a certain Pharisaism of intellect which is created 
or fostered by the habits of official, and especially of depart- 
mental life. It is a dangerous thing for a man to live with 
all the official data he can want for any decision always 
within his reach, docketed in pigeon-holes, with intellec- 
tual labourers always at his command to search, investigate, 
and condense for him. ‘There is no profounder idelatry,— 
no deeper prostration of mind, than that which the constant 
use of these neatly-arranged and exhaustive stores of infor- 
Mation is apt to produee. Sir James Stephen, like many 
other able men, is in constant danger of this idolatry of ac- 
curate information ; and on Saturday last he indulged him- 
self, at the Law Amendment Society, with a perfect paroxysm 
of Pharisaic scorn over the loose fragments of thought and 
knowledge which go to make up what is commonly called 
public opinion.” He thinks the sense of the nation so 
snall as compared with its nonsense, in fact so likely to 
*scape notice altogether unless it be sifted out and gathered 
r by the only perfect machinery of which he knows,— 
* Soyal Commission appointed to examine and report,—that 
there is no legislative subject on which he would trust it to

Won this or any other complicated and difficult subject,

“shock his prejudices or wound his self-esteem ; and occa- 
“sionally he studied the Parliamentary debates, when he 
“found the partisans of a ministry in esse and a ministry in 
“ posse diseussing the points of difference between them with 
“all the lucidity and impartiality of the gens togata whose 
“ enthusiasm for or against any verdict was daily on sale at 
* Westminster Hall. But whoever were his teachers, his 
“stipulation ‘with them was the same,—he must never be 
“fatigued. The leading article must be readable in five 
“ minutes, and he must be kept from yawning over the speech 
“by a plentiful seasoning of personality and pointed antithesis. 
“ Thus instructed, Demos presented himselfat the polling-booth 
“to decide which of the millions in these islands was best 
“ fitted to enact faithfully in the House of Commons the laws 
“which he had already made up his mind to receive....,.....If 
“we were to have a Reform Bill at the mandate of public 
“opinion, we ought to have a Commission to hear what 
“ public opinion had said, or had to say, for itself on the 
“matter. It was strange that all our institutions were to 
“be at the mercy of one voice, and that the utterances of 
“ that voice had not so much as one authoritative reporter.” 

The pedantic spirit and oligarchic pete of official 
accuracy have seldom received from any able and sagacious 
man a more unbridled expression. The pent-up disgust 
of a life-time seems to well forth in Sir James Stephen's 
mind as he recalls the blind popular opinions, the erroneous 
or empty leading articles, the ignorant speeches, the fruitless 
Parliamentary Committees, which, as he clearly intimates, 
so often obstructed his labours at the Colonial Office, and on 
which he now seems to thirst for his revenge. He yearns to 
expose that mischievous and subtle impostor, “Public Opinion.” 
He would lay bare the secret of the worthless seraps of 
knowledge, the ill-founded theory, the conflicting prejudices, 
the false sentiment, and the'self-confident generalisations on 
which its life is nourished, in the massive evidence taken 
by some Royal Commission ; and then, the invisible enemy 
once embodied in a tangible form, he would fall upon it in 
the Report, show it to be weak, self-convicted, and self- 
contradictory, and so annihilate the potent tyranny of its 
spell in the mere act of contrasting its little wisdom with 
the gigantic volume of its pretensions. Men like Sir James 
Stephen and Mr Chadwick obviously think that public opinion, 
if it were worth anything, should mean the opinion of men 
who have formally investigated their subject and come to a 
clear conclusion upon it,—the opinion of the specially- 
informed,—of the thoroughly initiated,—of the scientifie 
student,—and if they cannot have that, they mock at all other 
public opinion as the voracious, monstrous, many- headed 
hydra which endangers the very existence of constitutional 
freedom, and which some young Hercules of the Civil Service 
is bound to encounter and strangle if he can. 

Now, we can really sympathise with such men as Sir 
James Stephen and Mr Chadwick. From the list of 
editorial improvisations which Sir James Stephen derides, he 
might, perhaps, be inclined to make some slightly favourable 
exception for the substratum of fact and figure on which 
our columns generally rest. More than most journals can 
we enter into that somewhat rabbinieal spirit of belief in 
Blue-Books which is apt to pervade the Civil Service.;—tha 
really well-grounded admiration of the order, ingenuity, 
industry, and systematic spirit in the great official depart~ 
ments which has created for itself a kind of authoritative 
Talmud, recognised and respected by the Official Mind of 
all schools. There is no reading more instructive,—more 
informing on a given er within a given time,—than the 
reading of Blue-Books. Perhaps only the uninitiated think 
it dull. Perhaps it is indefinitely more satisfactory than 
that kind of miscellaneous reading which is needful to test 
the currents of popular Opinion. We are not quite unable, 
therefore, to understand the temptation to intellectual 
Pharisaism which Sir James Stephen and Mr Chadwick may 
experience. But we venture to suggest, nevertheless, that 











the temptation should have been resisted, and that the ex- if 
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clusive scorn with which the student of historical evidence, 
and the man accustomed to the exhaustive formalities of 
official life, treat the vagueness of popular sentiment and 
conviction, is a symptom of the characteristic weakness of 
Pharisaism after all. 

In fact, Sir James Stephen lectures the nation for enter- 
taining and giving voice to ill-digested, half-conceived 
views, just asa few years ago he rebuked the young col- 
legians at Cambridge,—whose business it wasto submit to 
an educational discipline,—for the same tendency. “ Ifthere 
“be any one habit of mind,” he then said, “which I 
*¢ should especially desire to discourage in men entering into 
“ the business of life, itis the habit of substituting a shabby 
“ plausibility for sound knowledge.” And now he is 
austerely rebuking Demos—the people of England—in ex- 
actly the same spirit. He forgets, perhaps, that there is 
one broad distinction between the two cases. The only rea- 
son why the student should give forth opinions at all on 
learned subjects, is to train his own intellectual powers, 
which is not done, unless he master the subjects on which he 
propounds them. But the people of England are not con- 
sulted on political matters for the sake of the discipline it 
gives to their minds, nor for the value of their judgments on 
difficult matters of detail,—but for the sake of ensuring that a 
certain free breath of popular sympathy on all subjects in- 
volving great principles, shall continually ventilate the other- 
wise close atmosphere of official life. The matters of 
detail, the schedules, and the special provisions of all great 
ineasures, always must be decided by men of great special 
and technical knowledge, There is no fear that the people 
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of England will ever be anxious to decide on any of 
detailed arrangements even of a Reform Bill. 
They are consulted in order to ensure the representation oj 
broader and more various public sympathies and interests 
in public measures than official routine, left to itself, would 
ever incorporate in them. The people may be very vague- 
minded and tolerably ignorant, and yet the necessity of 
securing their acquiescence may breathe a completely new 
spirit into political life. It ensures in statesmen a wider 
range of thought ;—it obliges,the well-informed official to 
| take a broader base for his calculations. It would be, 
however, lost labour to meet with any seriousness Sir 
James Stephen’s ebullition of caste-feeling, were not that 
ebullition of his a wholesome reminder of the Pharisaic 
exclusiveness of mind to which even the ablest and most 
sagacious officials, in the consciousness of their vastly supe- 
rior special knowledge, are liable. They learn to trust in 
their information that it is accurate, and despise all popular 
feeling. They make broad their phylacteries of official 
wisdom. They regard the nation as existing for the sake 
of Census-tables, instead of Census-tables as existing for the 
sake of the nation ; for they hold themselves culpably careless 
| if they do not study and master all the lessons taught by the 
_ former, and culpably deficient in self-respect if they listen 
at all to the lessons of popular conviction proclaimed aloud 
from the myriad lips of the latter. 








OPENING OF PARLIAMENT. 
THE QUEEN’S SPEECH. 
Tue following is a copy of the Queen’s Speech delivered on 


Thursday :— ‘ 


My Lorps anp GENTLEMEN, 

In recurring, at the usual season, to the advice of my Parliament, I 
| am happy to think that, in the internal state of the country, there is 
| nothing to excite disquietude, and much to call for satisfaction and 
thankfulness. Pauperism and crime have considerably diminished 
during the past year; and a spirit of general contentmert prevails. 

The blessing of the Almighty on the valour of my troops in India, and 
on the skill of their commanders, has evabled me to inflict signa! chastise- 
ment upon those who are still in arms against my authority, whenever 
they have ventured to encounter my forces; and I trust that, at no dis- 
tant period, I may be able to announce to you the complete pacification 
of that great Empire, and to devote my attention to the improvement of 
its condition, and to the obliteration of all traces of the present unhappy 
conflict. 

On assuming, by your advice, the direct government of that portion of 
my dominions, I deemed it proper to make known by Proclamation the 
principles by which it was my intention to be guided, and the clemency 
which I was disposed to show towards those who might have been 
seduced into revolt, but who might be willing to return to their allegi- 
ance. I bave directed that a copy of that Proclamation should be laid 
before you. 

Lreceive from al] foreign Powers assurances of their friendly feelings. 
To cultivate and confirm those feelings, to maintain inviolate the faith of

Another treaty, into which I have entered with the Emperor of J; 
opens a fresh field for commercial enterprise in a populous and 
civilised country, which has hitherto been jealously guarded against the 
intrusion of foreigners. As soon as the ratifications of these treaties 
shall have been exchanged, they will be Jaid before you. 

I have great satisfaction in announcing to you that the Emperor of the 
French has abolished a system of negro emigration from the East Coat 
of Africa, against which, as unavoidably tending, however guarded, to 
the encouragement of the slave trade, my Government has never ceased 
to address to His Imperial Majesty its most earnest, but friendly Tepre- 
sentations. 

This wise act on the part of His Imperial Majesty induces me to 
that negotiations, now in progress at Paris, may tend to the tot) 
abandonment of the system, and to the substitution of a duly regulated 
supply of substantially free labour. 

The state of the Republic of Mexico, distracted by civil war, has in 
duced me to carry forbearance to its utmost limits, in regard to 
and indignities to which British residents have been subjected, at the 
hands of the two contending parties. They have at length been car. 
ried to such an extent that I have been compelled to give instructions to 
the commander of my naval forces in those seas to demand, and if neces 
sary to enforce, due reparation. 

GENTLEMEN OF THE House oF Commons, 

I have directed that the estimates for the ensuing year shall besub- 
mitted to you. They have been framed with a due regard to economy, 
and to the efficiency of the public service. 

The universal introduction of steam power into naval warfare will render 
necessary a temporary increase of expenditure in providing for the recone 
struction of the British navy; but I am persuaded that you will cheer 
fully vote whatever sums you may find to be requisite for an object of 
such vital importance as the maintenance of the maritime power of 
country. 

My Lorps AND GENTLEMEN, 

Your labours have, in recent sessions, been usefully directed to various 
measures of legal and social improvement. In the belief that further 
measures of a similar charazter may be wisely and beneficially introduced, 
I have desired that bills may be submitted to you without delay, for assir 
milating and amending the laws relating to bankruptcy and insolvency; 
for bringing together into one set of statutes, ia a classified form, and 
with such modifications as experience will suggest to you, the laws relate 
ing to crimes and offences in England and Ireland ; for enabling the 
owners of land in England to obtain for themselves an indefeasible title 
to their estates and interests, and for registering such titles with simpli 
city and security. 

Your attention will be called to the state of the laws which regulate the 
representation of the people in Parliament, and | cannot doubt but that 
you will give to this great subject a degree of calm and impartial com 
sideration, proportioned to the magnitude of the interests involved in the 
result of your discussions. 

These, and other propositions for the amendment of the laws, which will 
be brought under your notice as the progress of public business may permit 
1 commend to the exercise of your deliberate judgment; and | earnestly 
pray tbat your counsels may be so guided as to ensure the stability of 
the Throne, the maintenance and improvement of our institutions, and 
the general welfare and happiness of my people.

RENTS AND TENURES, 

COMPETITION FOR FARMS. 
ALTHOUGH in many parts of England we have murmurings at the 
present low price of wheat, which in the days of protection wi 
soon have been fanned into a cry of “agricultural distress, We 
find that in the North of England and in Scotland the com 
for farms was never more eager. Mr Grey has lately told 0h 
in reference to Northumberland, that all farms of consi 
size, of which he has recently had the disposal, have been 
at rents considerably higher than the previous rents, and 
larger the farm the greater the proportional increase of rent. 
plainly indicates that the capitalist farmer is most confident in the 
future progress of agriculture. Again, on the other side 
border, we learn from the Border Advertiser, that ‘ after 
anxiety and speculations of the most’ contradictory nature, © 
Duke of Buccleuch’s extensive Liddesdale farms have been 
all relet to the old tenants at a rise of from 9 to 40 per celh 
The lease is nine years. Most of these are excellent 
farms of large size, the extent of the whole amounting to up’ 
of 60,000 acres.” And thesame local journal mentions B 
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Farm, in the neighbourhood of Galashiels, as having been let at 
the rent of 1,157/—the former rent being 7007; the extent of the 
farm is 2,200 acres. So keen was the competition for this farm, that 
there were thirteen offers, and the second was within 7/ of the 
above rent. 
© "These farms, like most of the large farms referred to by Mr Grey, 
are chiefly devoted to stock,—mainly sheep stock,—and the 
present high prices of mutton and wool sufficiently account for the 
i with which increased rents are obtained for such farms. 
The Duke of Buccleuch’s farms have the repute of being let at 
rents and badly farmed. The term of lease, nine years, 
shows that no great improvements are contemplated by the 
tenants, who are probably satisfied with the profits to be derived 
from large flocks maintained on extensive tracts of mountain land 
held ata low acreable rent. No one, with the eye of an agricul- 
ist, can pass through Liddesdale, without noting how much 
of the land now devoted exclusively to sheepwalk is capable of 
cultivation, or without becoming convinced that a yet larger 
ace of meat might be raised from the same area by a system 
Fret hould combine much more cultivation with sheep-rearing. 
Indeed, we can only regard such advances of rent as are recorded 
to have taken place in Liddesdale as temporary and transitional, 
rather than as indicating a permanent rise in the value of the land. 
Bot the same increase of rents, induced by a like active com- 
jon for farms, seems to be going on in other parts of Scotland. 
e Ayr Advertiser says, “that no fewer than twenty-five 
offers haye been received for the farm of Wheat Park, in St 
Quivox parish—extent fifty Scotch acres plain measurement, 
entry at Candlemas; present rent 125/.” And the journalist 
adds: “It would seem asif the emigration of farmers, either 
abroad or to other less highly-cultivated districts at home, may 
become a matter of necessity. In the meantime, landlords are 
obtaining high rents. Free trade has certainly not ruined them.” 
The somewhat reckless character of this competition is noticed by 
the editor of the North British Agriculturist, in his ‘‘ Review of 
the Year 1858.” He suys :—‘ The demand for land has seldom been 
80 — Any desirable farm has been eagerly sought after, 
and offers of rent made corresponding to the furor.

DEER PARKS UTILISED. 


AT length we have an animal of the deer tribe which promises to 
contribute to increase our supplies of animal food; not as the 
fallow deer of the English parks, or the red deer of the Scottish 
Highlands do, at a cost of twenty times their actual value, but by 
roducing a good quantity of wholesome food at a reasonable cost. 
Tt seems that the late Earl of Derby some years since imported 
from South Africaa pair of elands ( Antilope Oreas Pallas), which 
in Knowsley Park throve and increased until at the Earl’s death 
they formed a small herd which he bequeathed to the Zoological 
Society. In the Regent’s Park Gardens of the Society these 
animals throve as wellas they did in Lancashire, until at last 
their numbers exceeded the accommodation that could be afforded 
them. Several landed proprietors consented to co-operate with 
the Society in efforts to acclimatise and diffuse this really fine 
species, and amongst them was Lord Hill, who, from a pair kept 
in his park at Hawkstone, near Shrewsbury, has obtained so 
many that he lately determined to make the experiment of fatten- 
ing a young male for the table. Professor Owen has communi- 
cated the results in a letter to the daily papers, of which the 
following is the material part :— 
The result now communicated was obtained from a joint answering to 
the “ short ribs” of beef, with which the writer was liberally favoured by. 
Lord Hill. The meat was of a bright colour and of a close, fine texture, 
but without any fat mixed with the lean. A good quantity of fat was 
accumulated round the kidney and upon the inside of the ribs. After 
hanging 10 days the joint was simply roasted, with a part of the loin-lat 
or suet, another part of this being made into a suet pudding. The meat 
when brought to table and carved presented the colour of pork. Com- 
mittee unanimous as to its texture—the finest, closest, most tender, and 
masticable of any meat. In taste the first impression was of its sweetness 
and goodness, without any strongly marked speciality of flavour ; it was 
compared with vealy with capon; finally, the suggestion that it was 
(mammalian) meat, with a sowpcon of pheasant fiavour, was generally 
accepted. Committee unanimous that a six-year-old eland would most 
probably yield a meat equally fine in texture, with a more marked and 
distinctive flavour; and that the extreme delicacy of flavour might be 
due to the immaturity of the present animal. The portion of fat 
served with the joint differed from that of deer in not rapidly condensing 
into tallow, but retaining, like the best beef fat, its clear melting charac- 
ter; it was perfection as fat. Suet pudding extremely light and delicate. 
And the Professor expresses “an opinion that a new and 
superior kind of animal food has been added to the restricted 
choice from the mammalian class at present available in Europe.” 
We hope, however, that. Lord Hill—who well understands the 
merits of Shorthorns and Herefords—will bring out his elands.at

rants of land have either sold or underlet them to Germans, 
Maltese, or Spaniards, by whom the real labour of the country is 
performed; while they have either returned home, or lead the 
more congenial life of hotel and café keepers, or, congregating in 
the towns, supply the lighter wants of thearmy. The follow- 
ing story is given by our author asa fair specimen of the small 
African landholders :— 

In the course of my rambles on the flanks of the Atlas, I'came upon 
a cantonnier: he had served in the army, and on quitting it received an 
assignment of about ten acres of jand, together with a building which 
had been used as a blockhouse. The land he had made over toa 
Spaniard for three years, as the price of clearing it; ‘‘ for you conceive, 
Monsieur,” said he, “ that I am so occuppied here, that I have no time 
to do that sort of thing myself.” I had found him smoking his pipe 
on the ground about a mile up tbe hills on the Aumale road. Two 
enormous ruts, a foot deep, gaped hard by, and the tool which he had 
brought ostensibly for the performance of his duties was the common 
mattock which is used for getting up the stumps of brushwood. This 
was stuck by his side in the grass, and no doubt had been so ever since 
his arrival on the scene of his labours. On my return by the same spot 
an hour later, [ found every thing in statu quo, except that my friend 
was not smoking but lying asleep on his back. 

If this man be, in truth, a fair specimen of his class, we may 
believe in the Guernsey shopkeeper’s emphatic assertion, that if it 
were not for the Spaniards the colony could not last six years. 
One great reason, it would appear, for the comparative industry and 
endurance of the Spanish as compared with the French labourer, is 
his superior exemption from the wasting fevers of the interior. in 
these consist the greatest hindrance to the prosperity of Algeria ; 
yet these Mr Blakesley thinks might be much mitigated, while they 
are, on the contrary, much aggravated by the sufferers themselves, 
and the conditions under which they live. In the first place, the 
position of many, if not most of the villages, has been regulated by 
their convenience as stations for the army. They have been 
chosen, consequently, with no reference to considerations of 
health, and are deficient in water, free air, and that removal from 
marshy exhalations, which is a prime requisite for the preserva- 
vation of life in Algeria. The Government, for instance, has 
taken much pains to establish a “centre of population” at 
Fonduek, in the Metidja (the fertile plain beneath Algiers on 
the south side). Nothing can be more melancholy than the 
appearance of the village. lts population is said to have been 
entirely removed several times, and in summer every one expects 
“the fever” as a matter of course. “I should think there were 
not sixty houses in the whole, and of these all but two or three 
are mere cottages. I found that here, although all grants of land 
had been made to the French, the predominant population was, 
as at l’Arba, Spanish. Agricultural labour seems positively 
intolerable to the Frenchemigrant. But the Government seems 
determined to leave no stone unturned to make Fonduck prosper.” 
It is possible that this constant interference and oversight of 
the Government makes much of the ill success it professes to 
remedy. Colonies do not, any more than seedlings, bear con- 
stant inspections of, and experimenting with, their life roots. 

The love of interference on the part of French authority seems, 
indeed, boundless. A curious instance may be quoted from the 
writer's account of Hammam Miskoutin, a watering place of great 
beauty in the province of Constantine, whose hot mineral waters 
are said to have an almost miraculous effect in rheumatic cases 
and in the cure of old wounds. A certain part of the old Roman 
baths still in use, is set aside for the use of the women: this 
| chanciog to be divided into three pools, but without the slightest 
partition between them, one is ordered to be used by the married, 
the second by the unmarried women, while the third is reserved 
for children. 

In spite, however, of past and present defects of government, 
and even in spite of the insolence of the French bourgeoisie, who 
hate the Arabs “as the Calcutta shopkeepers do the Hindoos, the 
more for the fear that underlies their dislike,” and whose conduct, 
Mr Blakesley thinks, offers one of the greatest impediments in the 
way of reconciling the native population to the foreign yoke,—in 
spite of these and many other difficulties, no serious danger seems 
any longer to be apprehended from the various Arab tribes, or 
even from the Kabyles, the most independent and energetic of the 
inhabitants of Algeria. Respecting the mede of government 
which has been adopted, and that which is now in meditation 
towards the natives, an extract will give a clearer idea than any 
explanation of ours :— 

‘The agency which plays the principal part in the government 
of the tribes, is the ‘Bureau Arabe,’ the originating of which, 
it has been above remarked, was due to the sagacity of General 
Lamoriciére. There is a principal office of theirs in every province 
at the seat of Government, with branches in the chief place of 
every circle. All questions between the native population which 
occur in military territory’’—the civil territory only extends over 
a short circuit round the towns and principal villages, as well 
over the greater part of the Metidja— are brought primarily 
before the members of these. If the case be a simple one, it is 
decided on the spot ; if otherwise, it is referred, according to its 
nature, to the kadis of the native tribes, or to a military tribunai. 
Of course, in such an arrangement, absolute power must, directly

We have left ourselves no space to dwell upon the descriptive | 
and antiquarian aspect of our author’s volume; yet both wal 
merit notice and approval.

SELF-MADE MEN. By Cuas. C. B. Seymour. Sampson Low, 
Son, and Co., 47 Ludgate hill. 
THIS is, we presume, a Christmas book suited to the taste of youn 
America, whith, despisingefairy tales, old-world stories, and ‘suc 
childish diet, prefers the strong meat of lives that show how talent 
and industry may force their way upward against every impedi- 
ment, and through every difficulty. The larger number, conse- 
uently, of these sixty-two biographies consists of American celeb- 
rities, many of whom are scarcely known as such on this side of 
the Atlantic; the remainder are chiefly Englishmen, witha sprin- 
kling of Germans, French, Italians, and Swedes. No great judg- 
ment is shown in their selection, and still less taste and lite- 
rary skill in their execution. The stirring incidents and romantic 
nature of many of the lives cannot but make them interesting in 
any form to the young, and to those who read them for the first 
time in these pages; but to those whose taste is more matured, 
and to whom the principal events of most of the lives are already 
familiar, Mr Seymour's ‘‘ Self-made Men” offers few points of at- 
traction and many of repulsion. The meagreness of the outline, 
owing in great measure to the over-crowding of more than sixty 
lives into less than six hundred pages, the pomposity of the lan- 
guage, and the entire absence of any power on the writer’s part to 
grasp a character and set it in living colours: before his readers, 
make his work as wearisome and monotonous as, with the native 
advantages of its subject, it well could be. . 

The best of the memoirs here collected are those that relate to 
Americans who raised themselves to notoriety in the War of -In- 
dependence, or by acting as pioneers into the untracked wilderness 
of the Western: States. Among them we may mention Daniel 


| Boone, the pioneer of Kentucky ; Jacon Leisler, Posey, and Put- 


nam. Among the worst are those of Dickens, Burns, and Sir 
Thomas Lawrence. If Mr Seymour had restricted himself to 
the noteworthy men of his own country, he would have found 
ample materials for his volume, and materials the best suited to 
his — as a biographer. 

The paper, type, and getting-up of the book are respectable ; 
but the portraits are so bad as only to disfigure where they are 
meant to illustrate. With all its defects, however, ‘‘ Self-made 
Men” may possibly be a welcome addition to many a youthful

tension torank with “The Boy’s Own Book,” being occupied only 
with one class of the subjects treated of by that admirable work, 
viz., the construction of toys, puzzles, fishing tackle, &c.; but 
what it does contain is good and “‘lively presented” as far as it 
Teaching children to make their own toys is much better than put- 
ting ready-made toys into their hands, and such work, or something 
like it, is coming to be recognised as no unimportant part of their 
education, as the “* Kinder Garten ” system, and indeed all systems 
based upon comprehensive and enlightened views of training 
human beings, abundantly show. Professor De Morgan, in speaking 
of the difficulty found in even the more elementary parts of the higher 
mathematics, attributes it in a great measure to the want, in the 
minds of learners, of those “first considerations connected with 
number and magnitude” which “ alwaysenter the mind in cennec- 
tion with some application to the rough purposesof life.” And he 
adds: ‘The child of an artisan exercising any of the more ingenious 
manual arts, or of a savage in the state of life in which arts have 
made the progress which is possible without division of labour, 
might perhaps be considered as being most advantageously situated 
in this respect; but we think it beyond question that the children 
of the middle and upper classes in England, it may be throughout 
Europe, are in as unfavourable a position as any of their species.” 
The furnishing of the young mind with such ‘first considerations ” 
is one of the benefits which may be looked for from the various 
exercises of constructive skill suggested in the “ Boy’s own Toy- 
maker,” and there are others, apart from the possibility of being 
“cast on a desert island” alluded to in the preface, sufficiently 
numerous and sufficiently great to recommend it to the notice of 
all who have children to be amused and instructed. It isa very 
ny book fora present to an intelligent boy of ten or twelve years 
old.

Paris, Thursday. 

The situation is getting worse and worse. On the Bourse an 
almost constant decline has prevailed during the past week, and 
to-day the Queen’s speech, by its reference to the respect qve to 
treaties, by its abstaining from pledging England to neutrality in 
the event of war (a thing which had been confidently hoped for), 
and by its demand for credits to support the maritime power of 
the country, has produced a perfect panic, causing a decline on 
yesterday’s quotations of not less than 70c in the vente. Come- 
merce is beginning to suffer most severely from the expected war, 
not only in Paris, but in all the great commercial towns.

After the fearful oscillations of the month, several 
speculators were, of course, totally unable to meet their engage- 
ments; some few have altogether disappeared ; two are known 
to have committed suicide, and a third has done the same thirg 
at Amiens. The settlement in railways on the 2nd was easier; but 
that was owing to the fact that, as railway transactions are settled 
fortnightly, one took place on the 15th, a fortnight after the 
crisis created by the sudden anti-Austrian demonstration of the 
Emperor,—and that since then the operations entered into have 
not been numerous, and have been made chiefly by men of 
substance.

‘ The Journal du Havre, which occupies a distinguished position 
in the French press, calls attention to the gross inequality,of the 
coal duties, and to the manner in which consequently the inhabi- 
tants of certuin parts of the country are favoured and those of 
other parts are wronged. Your contemporary shows that in 1857 
the large sum of 3,298,426f was paid on the import of 8,834,895 
quintals of English coal, whilst 24,659,059 quintals of Belgian,— 
nearly three timesas much,—only-paid 4,448,648f, and 6,789,361 
of German not more than 814,723f. To tax English coal so much 
higher than Belgian and German is not only unjust and ungene- 
rous towards England, but,‘as your contemporary proves, places 
the consumers of that coal, who are chiefly the spinners, manufac- 
turers, and sugar refiners of Rouen, Bolbee, and other places in 
Normandy, at a great disadvantage compared with persons in the 
same trades in the north of France who use Belgian coal, and those 
in the east who use German coal.

The idea started in London that the continental powers ought 
to come to an understanding not to destroy or damage railways 
in the event of war, will not fail to excite attention here. There 
can be no manner of objection to the suggestion of course; but! 
humbly apprehend that the continental powers, being civilised, 
would so more think of wantonly destroying railways than they 
would of wantonly destroying churches, museums, palaces, or 
bridges. At the same time, it must not be forgotten, thatifs 
great mili/ary object is to be gained by a combatant power, by the 
partial or total destruction of any railway within its reach, that 
railway will, in spite of all understandings and agreements in the 
world, be destroyed with as little scruple as a village would be 
burned down or a town bombarded.

COMPARATIVE EXCHANGES 

The quotation of gold at Paris is about at par, and the short exchange 
on London is 25.10 per 11 sterling. On comparing these rates with the 
English Mint price of 31 17s 10$d per ounce for standard gold, it ap- 
pears that gold is about 3-10tbs per cent. dearer in Paris then in London. 

By advices from Hamburg the price of gold is 4243 per mark, and the 
short exchange on London is 13.4% per 1/ sterling. Standard gold at 
the English Mint price is, therefore, rather more than 1-10th per cent. 
dearer in Hamburg than in London. 

The course of exchange at New York on London for bills at 60 days’ 
tight is about 1094 per cent., which, when compared with the Mint pro- 
portions between the two countries, shows that the exchange is about 
at par; and, after making allowance for charges of transport and 
difference of interest, the present rate leaves no profit on the importa- 
tion of gold from the United States. 





Prepayment oF Lerrers.—A Treasury warrant was published in

properly stamped when posted. Unstamped letters will be opened and 
teturned to the senders. ' Additional postage will be charged on letters 
which may be insufficiently stamped. This warrant is not to extend to 
petitions and addresses forwarded to Her Majesty, nor will it affect the 
privileges granted to members of Parliament in regard to petitions. By 
another clause of this warrent it is declared that so much of a certain 
warrant, under the hands of three of the Lords Commissioners of Her 
Majesty’s Treasury, bearing date the 22d of October, 1847, as relates to

At the corresponding date of the year 1856, considerable 
speculation was in progress in the funds; and the “ other” 
securities had increased a million and a half sterling within a 
week, representing in great part loans on Government stock. 
In 1857, a great pressure for money was experienced, leading 
likewise to an increase of upwards of a million and three- 
quarters in the “ other” securities; one of the causes of this 
was the unprecedentedly active demand for silver for the 
East; a million sterling was engaged for a single packet, 
and gold was being freely withdrawn from the Bank, for 
remittance to the Continent, in payment. In 1858, gold 
was stil! flowing into the Bank, and that establishment had 
just reduced its minimum rate of discount from 4 to 3} per 
cent. The Indian loan was on the point of being issued. 

The money market remains easy. The rates of discount 
for the best bills are below those of the Bank. We hear of 
numerous transactions at 2} per cent., and of more excep- 
tional instances in which 2} per cent. is accepted for the 
choicest paper. The applications at the Bank are, conse- 
quently, limited. 

Although a large number of bills fell due this day (the 
4th), the demand for money was not rendered more active.

They are the Norfolk, Red Jacket, Morni 
Light, Tornado, and Anglesea, but none of them can be 
reasonably expected for some little time, as they have beep 
at sea only short periods, extending from 50 to 68 dg 
The steamer Thames is also bringing 75,4007 ex the Colum.

Bar silver is quoted 61}d per oz standard, showing afresh 
reduction of $d since last week, and Mexican dollars, 61gd 
to 3d. 

In the foreign exchanges the principal feature has been a 
considerable rise, established this afternoon, in the rates for 
bills on Austria. Last Friday the quotation on Vienna was 
10.65 to 10.70: this afternoon it was 10.70 to 10.80, and 
merely nominal, bills on that city being almost unsaleable 
owing to the growth of political distrust. The exchanges on 
Holland and Hamburg are likewise quoted rather more 
favourably for England. 


The expected Austrian loan was announced on Monday, 
The amount is 6,000,000/, in a five per cent. stock at 80, 
so that the net sum asked is 4,800,000/. The agents for 
the loan—we can scarcely call them contractors, as no one 
believes that their responsibility is absolutely engaged in the 
affair—are, of course, Messrs Rothschild and Sons, who in 
the year 1852 brought forward, with very indifferent success 
as far as this market was concerned, an Austrian 5 per cent, 
loan of 3,500,0002 at 90, of which 1,250,0007 was reserved 
for the Frankfort market.

New court, St Swithin’s lene, Jan. 31, 1859, 


The loan has been received in all quarters with indifference, 

and in many with absolute disfavour. Attempts have been 

made to show that the object of the operation is to carry out 

engagements already existing between the Austrian Govern- 

ment and the National Bank. The public, however, bear 

jn mind the fallacy of the plea which was put forward on 

pehalf of the last Russian loan—the proceeds of which 

helped to cover the deficit occasioned in accomplishing the 

subjugation of Hungary. If the Austrian Government ap- 

plies to warlike preparations funds which it would otherwise 

have employed in meeting its engagements to the Bank, and 

replaces those funds by means of a foreign loan, can the 

foreign loan be considered other than a war loan? And 
who will believe for a moment that, in the event of war, or 

even of continued armaments draining the already embar- 

yassed exchequer, the Government would scruple to lay 
hands upon every financial resource? To suppress insur- 

rection and repel foreign attack, would be the one vital 
object, to which the enlightened commercial policy pursued 
by the Government of late years would, if necessary, be re- 
morselessly sacrificed. The public, then, merely evince their 
accustomed sagacity in regarding this loan as an attempt to 
raise funds for purposes purely military. We admit that, as 
arule, monied men are little biassed in the selection of their 
investments by political or sentimental considerations. 
Capitalists need not necessarily repudiate participation 
in a bargain the completion of which would 
help to rivet the chain upon the neck of Italy, 
and to enable Austria to persevere in an attitude 
which threatens to let loose the scourge of war upon 
Europe. But the very object of the loan suggests an ex- 
treme degree of risk. If Austria be put in funds, is there 
any reasonable prospect—short of war—of her being coerced 
into making those sweeping concessions to public opinion 
which, as matters now stand, seem indispensable to the 
maintenance of peace? Even assuming that the extreme 
contingency of war is averted, can aught more promising be 
expected than permanent discontent in Italy, and a con- 
tinuance of those armaments which, by necessitating 
enormous fiscal burdens, have so long and seriously cramped 
the commercial and industrial energies of the Austrian 
Empire?

The general impression appears to be that the loan will 
be only partially successful, and that such subscriptions as 
may be sent in will emanate principally from foreign houses 
in Lordon, with foreign connections.

COMMERCIAL EPITOME. 
FRIDAY NIGHT. 

The few samples of English wheat on show at Mark lane, this 
morning, were taken off slowly, at Monday’s currency. Foreign 
qualities met a dull inquiry, but were not cheaper. Barley and 
other spring corn realised extreme rates, but flour commanded very 
little attention. The imports from abroad, this week, are only 
moderate, viz., 5,440 qrs of wheat, 430 barley, 8,550 oats, and 
1,910 sacks of fiour. 

At Liverpool, to-day, wheat changed hands to a moderate ex- 
tent, at last week’s currency. Flour was neglected. In other 
articles no change took place. The Wakefield market was steady 
for fine wheat and barley. ; 

We have received the following report of the grain trade at 
sere from Messrs Pietroni, Draper, and Co. It is dated the 

st ult. :-— 

During the month of December but little business has been transacted 
in corn, with the exception of oats, which have been extensively dealt in 
for delivery up to June next. Tallow and wool have also attracted great 
attention. Wheats are entirely neglected, and prices are more or less 
nominal: Polish Odessa (weight 468 to 500 lbs per qr), 26s 2d to 3783d; 
Sandomirka (weight 475 to 500 lbs per qr), 30s 6dto 35s; Ghirka 
(weight 465 to 495 lbs per qr), 278 to 37s'3d; rye is firm, at from 18s4d 
to 19s 8d; Indian corn dull, at from 21s 8d to 23s 4d; barley quiet, at 
from 148 9d to 16s 5d; oats active, at from 14s to 15s per qr f.o.b. 
Linseed is in demand at lower prices: sifted, 45s 6d to 468; unsifted, 
39s to 443 6d; and for June delivery, 44s 6d per qr, f.o.b. Rapeseed, 
22s 6d to 23s 6d per qrf.o.b. Stocks at Odessa, lst January, 1859 :— 
656,400 chets wheat, 92,200 rye, 176,200 maize, 95,600 barley, 135,400 
oats, and 56,200 linseed. 

There has been an improved demand in the Liverpool cotton 
market during the week just closed, and the total sales, which are 
much larger than the brokers’ daily reports led to expect, amount 
to 70,000 bales, including 60,000 bales to spinners, 7,500 on specu- 
lation, and 2,500 for export. Quotations are raised 1-16d to 3-16d 
per lb, according to description ; in some instances, where pur- 
chases have to be effected, the advance is found to be equal to id 
per lb. ‘To-day the market closes quieter, but very steady. Sales 
7,000 bales at the extreme advance of the week. In the London 
market also a good business has been done this week. 6,000 
bales have been solid at extreme prices. 








Owing to increased supplies on offer, there has been much Legg 
activity in the demand for raw sugar, and in some instanc:s prices 
have given way 1s to ls 6d per cwt. KHefined goods have moved 
off slowly, and brown lumps have sold as low as 52s 6d per ewt; 
middling to fine pieces may be quoted at 44s to 48s. 

Messrs Trueman and Rouse report the state of the sugar trade 
for the past month as follows :— 

The imports of sugar have been light, amounting to only 24,400 
whilst the deliveries for home consumption and export together hays 
reached 32,700 tons, thus reducing the stock from 90,500, at which it 
stood on the Ist ult,, to 81,800 tons; this, however exhibits a comparative 
excess of 6,200 over that of the same period in 1858. We last month 
noticed the increased consumption of 80,000 tons in the United Kingdom 
and 50,000 in France, to which we now add 100,727 in the United States, 
whilst the wants of Australia and other distant markets are also on the 
increase, 


We copy the annexed particulars of the state of the sugar trade 
at the Havana, from Messrs Schmidt and Stern’s circular, dated 
the 9th ult. :— 

Since our last report of the 8th ultimo, our market has not shown any 
variation in prices. A moderste demand has continued, principally for 
shipments to Europe. The last transactions worth mentioning are about 
1,100 boxes No. 12 sold at 93 rs, and 1,700 boxes No. 16-17 at 11 1, 
Stocks of the old crop are reduced now to about 17,000 boxes here and 
at Matanzas. We quote:—No. 7 to 10, 23s to 253 3d; 11 to 12, 255 
10d to 27s 7d; 13 to 14, 28s 2d to 298 5d; 15 to 18, 30s to 3ls 4d; 
19 to 20, 31s 10dto 33s; whites, lowto prime, 33s 7d to 39s 4d, at 13} 
per cent. pm., f.o.b. Sugar of the new crop is arriving in small lots, of 
which however nothing has been offered as yet for sale. Large arrivals 
cannot be expected before the next month. The shipments from here 
and Matanzas since the Ist January to 31st December last, amount to 
1,147,253 boxes, against 978,061 boxes in 1857. The total exports 
of sugar in hbds and boxes from our principal ports, as Havana, 
Matanzas, Sagua, Cardenas, and Cienfuegas, were in 1858, 340,593 tons; 
in 1857, 333,103 tons; in 1856, 323,388 tons. 

We have received from New York the annual statistical details 
of the sugar trade in the United States for the past year. The

The total receiptsin the United States for the year ending Dec. 31, 1858, 
were 1,631,229 pkgs, weighing 227,656,186 lbs, against receipts in 1857 
of 1,505,088 pkgs, or 217,871,831 lbs; while the consumption in 1858 
was 251,255,099 lbs, against a consumption in 1857 of 172,565,934 lbs, 
being the very considerable increase of about 46 per cent. It will be 
observed that not only have the whole receipts the past year been 
absorbed, but the stock has been reduced more than twenty-five million 
pounds. 

The tea market has been very quiet, at the late improvement in 
the quotations. Common sound congonu is held at 1s 1d per lb. 

For rices the inquiry for home consumption has fallen off; but 
several parcels of rath East India have changed hands for ship- 
ment to the Continent at full prices. 

The demand for most kinds of rum has continued steady, at 
previous currencies. Brandy and grain spirit support former 
terms. 

Scotch pig iron has ruled heavy, and the price has declined to 
538 cash. The stock of iron in yards at Glasgow is 156,500 tons, 
against which warrants are in circulation for 155,350 tons.. At 
this time last year the former was 70,000 tons,and the latter 
67,500 tons. ‘The shipments last week were 1,610 tons foreign, 
and 5,690 coastwise, together 7,300 tons, against 10,514 tons in 
the corresponding week of last year. Other metals have ruled 
about stationary. The stock of Banca tin available for the next 
sale in Holland has increased, The estimates of the quantity 
which the Trading Society will have at their disposal when the

bred grays, and 1}d to 2d per lb on low and middling yellows; 
on these last the improvement in particular instances has been 
much more decided. Good and fine yellows sold without much 
change. Low grays are from id to $d per lb dearer, but in 
native wools there has been no alteration for the better. The 
highest price reached was 163d per lb for one lot of superior 
white in the last day’s sale; aparcel of superior yellow had 
previously sold at 14d per lb. Such prices ought to be sufficient 
proof to shippers that they will be amply remunerated for any 
extra care and attention bestowed on the getting up of these 
wools, and we hope will lead to increased production of the 
better classes.” The wool trade in London continues healthy 
but we have no change to notice in prices. In the United States 
as well as in Spain, the demand has become active, and the quota” 
tions have tended upwards. 

“The leather trade,” observes Messrs Powell and Co., “has 
maintained considerable activity throughout the month of January ; 
almost all articles have participated in the demand, and the sup- 
plies not having been large, the stocks in the hands of factors are 
generally lessened. The demand has not, however, so far ex- 
ceeded the supply as to produce any important change in value, 
and it has been unaccompanied by any excitement or speculative 
operations ; on the contrary, we believe that a large proportion of 
the goods sold have been wanted for immediute use, and for this 
reason we do not anticipate the reaction which sometimes follows 
a sudden and more excited improvementin the trade. ‘The various 
sources of consumption, foreign and domestic, which now exist, 
and which may be expected rather to increase than to diminish, 
also warrant the expectation of a continued large demand for 
leather. Prices are generally firm, and on some articles have de- 
cidedly advanced. In raw goods the same moderation has not 
been observable, particularly in the early part of the month: at 
the first public sale an extraordinary competition was manifested, 
and an advance in prices took place, which the circumstances of 
the trade did not justify ; the last sale consequently showed some 
reaction in prices, as well as less animation in the demand.” 


Messrs Grant and Hodgson report the stateof the tobacco trade 
during the past month as follows ;— 


Sales last month were extensive, and sum up 1,658 hhds, viz., 1,033 
hhds Kentucky strips, and 208 hhds leaf; 116 hhds Virginia leaf, and 
59 bhds strips ; Ohio and Maryland, 242 hhde. The principal feature the 
market presented was a sale cf 800 hhds of Kentucky strips, pre- 
sumed to be on speculative account; the exact price has not trans- 
pired, but it is generally understood that a liberal concession was 
made to the buyers. We are not aware that this transaction has been 
followed by any purchases deserving attention, nor have holders of the 
finest parcels been influenced to press sales below current rates ; it may 
nevertheless be observed, that the operation alluded to must to a great 
extent govern the prospective views of importers, and may result in 
placing the market in a more reliable position. For exportation, a 
moderate business has been transacted, and the sales effected have been 
mostly of ordinary and very low qualities. The imports were 207 hhds. 
Deliveries, 855 hhds, against 941 hhds in the corresponding month of 
last year. Present stock, 14,199 hhds, against 9728 hhds in 1858 ; 
10,700 bhds in 1857; 9,331 hhds in 1856; 11,174 bhds in 1855; and 
16,730 bhds in 1854. 

Linseed oil has sold steadily at 301 per ton on the spot. Most 
other oils are in moderate request. Spirits of turpentine have 
changed hands at 39s 6d to 403 6d per cwt. The total imports of 
olive oil into Liverpool last month were 1,570 tuns, against 335 
in February, 1858 ; 345 in 1857; and 705 in 1856. The total 
stock is now 2,690 tuns, against 1,260 tuns last year, and 705 
tuns in 1857. 

Tallow has been extremely quiet, at 53s 3d for P. Y. C.on the 
spot. Advices from St Petersburg state that high rates continue 
to be paid for August delivery.

Although there has been no increase in the supplies of goods on offer 
in the manufacturing districts, much less activity has been apparent in 
the demand generally, and, in some instances, prices have had a drooping 
tendency. The falling off in the transactions may be attributed to less 
favourable advices at hand from Celcutta and some other Eastern ports. 
Wool bas been rather inactive, as most of the buyers have resolved to 
wait the result of the approaching colonial sales in London prior to 
making large purchases. The hardware trades continue very firm, owing 
to numerous orders having been received from the United States. Iron 
and coals have been somewhat firm in price. 

Mancuester, Feb. 4.—The market has been steadier than last week, 
but perhaps not quite so active. The steadiness has been due, not so 
much to the slight improvement in the cotton market, as to a few private 
telegrams which were received early in the week from Calcutta, by 
means ef the Australian mail, and which reported a partial recovery from 
the recent dulness, with more favourable prospectsfrom certain of the nearer 
up-country districts. It being, however, expected that the telegrams 
now due from Bombay, with still later news from these districts. may 
have a much more decisive influence, no very extensive transactions 
have, 80 far, taken place, but the disposition which was becoming 
manifest amongst sellers last week to accept lower prices for future 
delivery has certainly been checked. We except from this remark the 
bulk of export yarns, which the continued absence of German buyers bas 
affected ina greater ratio, and we reduce ovr quotations }d per Ib. 
Other yarns have been very saleable, and the higher numbers have been 
rather improving. There have been occasional sales of printing cloths at 
fall rates, and the difficulty sustained by printers in meeting present 
prices for their supplies has been very obvious.

LONDON MARKETS. 


STATE OF THE CORN TRADE FOR THE WEEK. 
Mark LANE, FRIDAY EVENING. 

The supplies of English wheat on offer in the leading markets of cons 
sumption held this week have been only moderate, and the demand for 
most kinds has ruled steady at fulb quotations. Rather an increased 
business has been passing in fine’ foreign wheats at fully late rates; but 
low’ and damp parcels have meta dull itquiry at previous currencies. 
Fine barley has continued scarce, and in request at fully former rates. 
Inferior qualities} have soldon easier terms. Oats, beans, and peas have 
supported previous rates without difficulty, and, for flour, the demand 
has slightly improved. 

A Liverpool correspondent has taken exception to our previous remarks 
in reference to the prospect of steady shipments of produce from the 
United States to this country. He observes:— 

‘+ T have watched with peculiar interest the advices from America 
bearing on this question, and can only find one existing circumstance 
to lead to such a conclusion. This is the large stock of wheat in New 
York ; but I find so many others pointing to a different issue, that I 
think a statement such as you publish stronger than the circumstances 
warrant. From none of the country markets could wheat be brought . to 
New York to sell ata profit, and in some it was actually higher than at 
the seaboard. This state of markets has existed for months, but the 
growing opinion of the Indian corn crop being a very small one, has 
lately imparted mach buoyancy to every article. This crop is a most 
important one, when we consider the proportion it bears to other 
cereals, and which the census of 1850 shows to be 592,141,230 bushels 
corn, against 100,479,150 wheat, and 146,533,216 oats, these being the 
products of that year. A very large proportion of the corn crop is used 
for distilling, and as poor wheat can now be purchased at a lower price 
than corn, it will, doubtless, find its way into consumption for that 
purpose. Asan instance of the enhanced value of the latter article, I 
may state that it was worth in New Orleans 1 dol 20 cents. per bushel, 
a price which would at present permit of shipments at a profit from this 
country. The New York market is in ordinary years supplied with dis- 
tilling corn from New Orleans, and as such is now cut off, it will be 
very strange indeed if rapid inroads be not made on their stocks of poor 
wheat as a substitute.” 

In reply to these remarks, we may observe that there is unquestion- 
ably an enormous amount of produce of the growth, both of 1857 and 
1858, in the hands of the American farmers ; the supply, indeed, is far 
greater than can be consumed in the United States. It is quite true that 
prices have ruled higher than in England; but the simple question is— 
what is to become of stocks which cannot be consumed at home? We 
know that speculative investments alone have kept prices at their present 
level ; and our impression is, that the yield of Indian corn last year has 
been considerably underrated, The reopening of the canal navigation 
will, we think, prove the truth of what we have advanced, viz., that, as 
the season progresses, large shipments of food will be made to England, 
our low prices notwitistanding. 

Some of the Liverpool corn factors have commenced selling corn on 
what is termed the “ cental”.system, which appears likely to be followed 
by some other large towns. 

In Ireland and Scotland scarcely any movement has taken place in the 
value of grain, and the demand for most articles bas been confined to 
limited purchases. 

Very little English wheat was on sale here, to-day; nevertheless, the 
demand for all kinds ruled very inactive, at Monday’s curreney. Foreign 
wheat was a dull inquiry, but not cheaper. Barley, oats, beans, and 
peas were firm in price; but other articles were dull.
